(Outside  London)  Regulations  1935  ;  Article  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary 
Officers  Order  1926,  and  it  incorporates  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  13/47  dated  13th  March  1947. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  assistance  and  for 
the  sympathetic  way  in  which  they  have  considered  schemes  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Public  Health  conditions  in  the  District. 
I  should  also  like  to  mention  the  valuable  work  of  Mr.  Jenkinson 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  also  his  assistance  in  the 
compilation  of  this  Report,  also  the  work  of  Mr.  Harris  in  carrying 
out  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  so  expeditiously.

The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  in  character  with  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  milk  production. 

There  are  two  Saw-Mills  at  Newent  and  May  Hill,  and  three 
pumping  stations  for  Gloucester  Corporation  and  Malvern  Urban 
District  Water  undertakings. 

Messrs.  Charlesworth  (Great  Britain)  Ltd.,  has  now  become  a 
large  employer  of  labour  in  Newent,  having  about  350  employees  at 
31.12.46,  a  large  proportion  of  which  come  from  outside  the  District, 
owing  to  the  country -wide  housing  shortage. 

During  the  year,  considerable  improvements  in  water  supplies 
have  been  carried  out,  and  improvements  in  sewage  disposal  are 
under  consideration. 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  in  some  of  the  more  compact  areas 
will  require  re-consideration  shortly.

Gloucestershire  has  no  County  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
and  in  consequence  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical 
analyses  of  Public  Health  samples  and  medical  specimens  are  carried 
out  as  follows  : —

In  connection  with  water  and  sewage  analyses,  a  County 
Council  scheme  was  commenced  in  July  1938  whereby  considerably 
reduced  rates  were  charged  if  the  Council  submitted  a  minimum 
of  20  samples  per  annum. 

The  rates  fixed  were  as  follows  : —

There  is  at  present  a  15  per  cent,  war-time  increase  on  the  above 
figures  and  a  County  Council  Committee  is  considering  their  revision. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 


1.  Sick  and  Casualty  Cases. — Gloucester  Corporation  ambulances 
are  available  for  such  cases  and  no  difficulties  have  been  re¬ 
ported. 

2.  Infectious  Disease  Cases. — Ambulance  facilities  are  provided 
by  the  Gloucester  City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  with  which 
the  Council  have  an  agreement. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  three  District  Nursing  Associations  in  the  District. 

1.  — Newent  Area  (2  nurses). 

2.  — Dymock  Area  (1  nurse). 

3.  — Staunton  Area  (1  nurse). 

The  whole  District  is  covered  by  the  above  areas  for  Midwifery 
and  General  Nursing  in  the  home  ;  and  in  addition  the  District 
Nurses  carry  out  School  Medical  Work,  Health  and  Tuberculosis 
Visiting,  etc. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres* 

These  are  administed  by  the  County  Council,  but  particulars 
are  given  as  a  matter  of  interest.  They  are  all  held  at  the  Clinic, 

Picklenash  School,  Newent. 

School  Clinic.  Every  Tuesday  a.m.  when  a  Doctor  attends. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  p.m.  in  the  month 
when  a  Doctor  attends. 

Orthopedic  Clinic.  Every  Thursday  a.m.  when  orthopedic  sister 
attends.  An  Orthopedic  Surgeon  attends  as  required. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic.  About  every  6  months  attended  by  Ophthalmic 
specialist. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic.  About  every  6  months  attended  by 
E.N.T.  specialist. 

Hospitals. 

General  Cases.  There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District, 
and  cases  are  normally  admitted  into  the  Gloucester  Royal 
Infirmary  or  the  City  General  Hospital,  while  children  are 
admitted  to  St.  Lucy’s  Childrens  Hospital,  Longford. 
Infectious  Disease  Cases.  This  Council  have  arrangements  for  the 
admission  of  cases  into  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  Over, 
The  cost  of  treatment  being  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week,  plus  Specialists 
fees,  cost  of  antitoxin  and  ambulance  charges.  The  scheme 
works  very  well,  and  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
in  getting  cases  admitted. 
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Mortuary. 

In  1940,  as  part  of  A.R.P.,  the  chapel  portion  of  the  cemetery 
building  was  converted  into  a  mortuary.  There  are  three  slate 
slabs  ;  and  main  water,  washing  facilities  together  with  a  local 
drainage  system  are  available.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  electric 
light  and  hot  water  arrangements  as  soon  as  main  electricity  supplies 
become  available. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supplies. 

Main  Supplies. 

1.  Gloucester  Corporation  Waterworks. 

Newent  Town  and  the  surrounding  area  are  supplied  from  the 
Newent  pumping  station,  while  part  of  the  District  between  the 
Upleadon  service  reservoir  and  the  Gloucester  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  a  mixture  of  the  Ketford  and  Newent  sources. 

Samples  from  these  sources  are  regularly  analysed  by  the 
City  Analyst,  and  reports  sent  to  this  Department.  They  invariably 
show  the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  (See  Table  4). 

Extension  of  Mains  in  1946. 

The  6in.  main  laid  from  Highleadon  to  Dents  Lane  in  1945 
was  extended  to  Hartpury  Village  where  a  4in.  branch  was  taken 
via  Ashleworth  Lane  to  Ashleworth  in  Gloucester  Rural  District. 
The  6in.  main  is  being  continued  along  the  Corse  road  to  Staunton. 

Proposed  immediate  extension  of  Mains. 

(a)  Dymock  Village.  A  contract  has  been  accepted  and  work 
will  commence  early  in  1947. 

( b )  Redmarley  Village  and  Play  ley  Green.  A  4in.  main  from 
the  12in.  trunk  main  at  Compton  Green  via  Payford 
Bridge. 

(c)  Moor  End  Road,  Corse.  A  4in.  main  from  Staunton 
Village. 

( d )  Pool  Hill.  A  3in.  loop  main  in  the  village  from  the  12in. 
pumping  main  from  the  Ketford  Waterworks. 

2.  Malvern  Urban  District  Council  Waterworks. 

These  works  supply  the  parish  of  Bromsberrow  and  parts  of 
the  parishes  of  Dymock  (Bromsberrow  Heath)  and  Redmarley. 
During  the  year  authority  was  given  by  this  Council  for  the  Glou¬ 
cester  Corporation  to  include  the  southern  half  of  Redmarley  parish 
in  their  area  of  supply. 
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Supplies  from  these  works  are  invariably  of  satisfactory 
quality  (see  Table  4)  and  possible  augmentation  of  present  supplies 
is  under  consideration. 

Extension  of  Mains  in  1946.  Nil. 

Proposed  Extension  of  Mains. 

(a)  Ryton  area.  Council  main  from  Malvern  U.D.  free  supply 
which  at  present  terminates  at  the  Lime  Trees. 


Water  Shortage  in  the  District- 

Owing  to  the  rather  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer,  not  such 
severe  water  shortage  as  last  year  was  experienced,  except  in  the 
Ryton  area,  where  the  Council  had  to  continue  the  arrangements 
made  in  1944  to  provide  a  water  tank.  This  shortage  will  be 
remedied  by  the  extension  previously  mentioned.

The  above  table  shows  that  all  the  parishes  in  the  District  with 
the  exception  of  Kempley  now  have  main  water  available.  This  is 
an  increase  of  2  parishes  during  the  year,  and  about  29  per  cent, 
of  the  population  now  use  main  water  supplies. 

For  an  almost  entirely  rural  area  with  a  population  of  only 
6 \  persons  to  the  acre,  this  is  not  bad  ;  and  the  recent  and  proposed 
main  extensions  will  soon  increase  this  percentage. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

As  in  most  rural  districts,  arrangements  for  dealing  with  sewage 
are  on  the  “conservancy”  system,  the  house-holders  being  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  disposal  of  their  own  sewage. 

Newent  Town. 

The  Council’s  three  sewage  disposal  plants  at  Cleeve  Lane, 
Station  Bridge  and  Lancaster  Terrace  are  unchanged.  At  the 
Cleeve  Lane  works  the  effluent  was  not  up  to  the  Royal  Commission 
standard  when  analysed  in  November,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  works  will  require  enlargement  in  the  near  future  in  order  to 
deal  with  the  increasing  population. 
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The  private  sewage  disposal  plant  of  Messrs.  Charlesworth 
(Great  Britain)  is  of  modern  design  and  quite  satisfactory. 

Flooding.  One  case  of  flooding  occurred  during  the  year  in 
Leewall  Street  and  the  Council  made  further  representations  to  the 
County  Council  to  relieve  the  sewers  of  road  and  surface  water. 
A  scheme  to  implement  this  is  being  prepared  by  the  Highways 
Authority. 

Dymock  Village. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  present  unsatisfactory 
sewage  disposal  system  which  caters  for  about  15  houses.  A  sub¬ 
committee  together  with  your  officials  met  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineer  (Major  A.  H.  S.  Waters)  on  14.10.46  and  considered  possible 
layouts  for  sewers,  and  sites  for  the  works.  A  preliminary  report 
and  scheme  dealing  with  the  whole  village  plus  the  Council’s  proposed 
housing  site  was  approved  by  the  Council  in  January  1947. 

Redmarley  Village. 

A  few  houses  are  connected  to  a  small  sewer,  the  effluent 
discharging  untreated  into  a  ditch.  With  the  development  of  the 
Councils  proposed  housing  site,  consideration  will  have  to  be  given 
to  providing  a  satisfactory  sewage  disposal  system. 

Drainage  Works. 

Twenty-nine  new  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  in 
connection  with  private  houses  were  installed  during  the  year. 
Major  improvements  in  connection  with  the  latrine  accommodation 
at  PickleUash  and  Upleadon  Schools  were  also  carried  out. 

All  were  submitted  to  a  water  test. 

Latrine  Accommodation. 

The  great  majority  of  latrines  in  the  District  are  of  the  bucket  or 
privy  type. 

A  few  conversions  from  privies  to  buckets  were  carried  out  and 
26  houses  were  improved  by  the  provision  of  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection. 

House  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  in  the  Newent  Town 
Lighting  Area  at  a  contract  price  of  £163  16s.  Od.  per  annum. 
The  condition  of  refuse  receptacles  in  the  town  is  by  no  means 
satisfactory,  and  action  will  have  to  be  considered  under  Section  75 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Land  Settlement  Association  (56  houses)  asked  for  refuse 
to  be  collected,  and  pending  a  comprehensive  refuse  collection  over 
the  whole  District,  the  Council  gave  permission  for  the  use  of  their 
refuse  tip. 


In  the  village  of  Dymock  a  tip  is  available  for  the  use  of  house¬ 
holders. 

No  further  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  respect  of  a  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  for  the  whole  District,  put  forward  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  1945.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when 
the  Council  will  feel  justified  in  reconsidering  this  matter. 

Action  taken  to  check  Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  only  pollution  of  any  amount  is  that  of  the  River  Leadon 
occurring  at  Dymock,  and  the  proposed  sewage  disposal  scheme 
will  obviate  this. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District.  A  few 
streams  and  the  river  Leadon  are  used  for  bathing,  almost  entirely 
by  children,  but  there  are  no  sites  where  there  is  routine  bathing. 

Disinfestation  (Bed  Bugs,  etc). 

One  case  in  a  private  dwelling  house  was  notified  (fleas)  and, 
advice  on  the  use  of  D.D.T.  preparation  was  given. 

Rodent  Control. 

Surveys  and  treatment  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by 
the  County  Pests  Department.  485  premises  were  inspected  and  10 
treatments  carried  out. 

The  Newent  sewers  were  treated  in  1945  and  treatment  in  1946 
was  not  considered  essential. .

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

Outworkers. 

One  out-worker  was  notified  as  residing  in  the  District  ;  one 
visit  of  inspection  was  made  and  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts  1928—1936. 

Nineteen  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  and  4  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  two  licenced  camping  sites  at  Highleadon  and  Rud- 
ford  (Section  269  Public  Health  Act  1936).  They  are  permanently 
occupied  ;  only  one  complaint  was  received  and  this  was  remedied 
by  the  owner  of  the  site.  During  August  and  September  3  agri¬ 
cultural  camps  were  run  by  the  G.W.A.E.C.  one  at  Pauntley  Court 
and  the  others  under  canvas  at  Compton  Green  and  The  Scarr. 
They  were  regularly  inspected  and  conditions  were  generally  satis¬ 
factory. 

Canal  Boats  Acts,  and  Regulations  1977—1825. 

There  is  no  navigable  canal  in  the  District. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  necessary,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received  during  the  year.

The  Council  now  own  130  houses  erected  under  the  Housing 
Acts  1919 — 36.  Inevitable  delays  have  occurred,  largely  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  not  prepared  to  accept

certain  suggested  layouts  and  designs,  and  also  as  tenders  exceeded 
their  ”  ceiling  ”  price.  At  the  end  of  1946  the  erection  of  the  8 
Swedish  timber  houses  allotted  to  this  District  was  commenced, 
4  at  Pauntley  (Bran  Green)  and  4  at  Dymock  (Hillend).

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  66/44  and 
67 /45  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Gloucestershire  Rural  Housing 
Joint  Committee,  a  survey  of  houses  with  a  rateable  value  of  £16  and 
under,  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  1945.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  carry  out  this  work  as  expeditiously  as  possible  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  this  Authority  was  one  of  the  first  to  submit 
its  completed  Survey  to  the  Joint  Committee  in  January  1947.

Milk  Supplies. 

A  large  amount  of  milk  is  produced  in  the  District,  the  bulk 
being  taken  by  whole -salers  where  it  is  either  consumed  outside 
the  District  or  converted  into  milk  foods,  etc.,  e.g.  approximately 
5,500  gallons  per  day  with  a  peak  of  8,000  gallons  are  processed  at 
Messrs.  Cabdury’s  factory  at  Frampton-on-Severn,  which  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  There  has  been  a  satisfactory 
increase  in  the  number  of  milk  producers  during  the  year  as  will 
be  seen  from  Table  8  which  shows  the  number  of  producers  in  the 
District,  classified  according  to  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations  1936 — 43.

Anthrax  Order  1938.  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

A  few  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  in  cattle  were  notified  during 
the  year,  but  none  were  confirmed. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  during  the 
year,  but  an  outbreak  in  Herefordshire  November/December 
caused  a  Stand-still  Order  to  become  operative  in  the  parishes  of 
Kempley,  Dvmock,  Oxenhall  and  Rromsberrow. 
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Meat. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933. 

The  6  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  District  ceased  to  function 
on  the  outbreak  of  War,  and  slaughtering  for  local  requirements 
is  carried  out  at  central  abattoirs  in  Gloucester,  where  the  meat  is 
subject  to  100  per  cent,  inspection. 

During  the  year  10  slaughtermens  licenses  were  issued  by  the 
Council. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924 
Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat. 

Since  the  centralisation  of  slaughter-houses,  (none  of  which 
are  in  this  District),  meat  has  been  transported  to  retail  butchers 
by  Transport  firms  acting  for  the  Ministry  of  Food,  under  general 
administration  of  an  Area  Transport  manager. 

During  the  year  it  was  noted  that  the  methods  of  handling 
and  transporting  the  meat  left  mu^h  to  be  desired  and  the  whole 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Deputy  Area  Meat  and  Livestock 
Officer  (S.W.  Area),  Cardiff.  There  are  still  shortages  of  suitable 
vehicles,  protective  clothing,  containers,  etc.,  but  a  number  of 
improvements  were  carried  out,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  methods  of  distribution  had  greatly  improved. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

During  the  year  the  following  food  stuffs  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  this  Department  being 
notified  when  shops,  etc.,  suspect  that  articles  of  food  are  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 

Table  9  shows  the  foodstuffs  condemned  during  the  year,  the 
amount  compared  with  the  total  consumption  in  the  district  being 
very  small.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  8  bakehouses  in  the  District,  11  visits  were  made  and 
three  informal  notices  were  issued  and  complied  with. 
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Ice  Cream. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  183/46  dated  8th  October,  1946, 
stated  that  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  are  to  be  made 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  public  health  against  risk  of  infection. 
The  Minister  considered  that  bacteriological  tests  of  samples  are  of 
value,  but  that  a  bacteriological  standard  cannot  be  laid  down.  No 
date  has  been  laid  down  for  these  Regulations  to  come  into  force 
and  there  is  a  considerable  body  of  opinion  that  feels  that  they  do 
not  go  far  enough. 

There  are  4  licenced  retailers  in  the  District,  but  none  manu¬ 
facture  ice-cream. 

One  sample  of  a  proprietory  brand  was  taken  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

Small  Pox. 

Owing  to  the  return  of  Service  personnel  from  areas  overseas 
where  small  pox  is  prevalent,  this  Department  is  notified  by  the 
Port  or  Aerodrome  Health  Authority  when  any  personnel  come 
to  this  District  who  have  been  contacts,  however  remote,  of  an 
actual  case.  These  personnel  are  then  kept  under  observation  by 
this  Department  until  the  possibility  of  their  developing  small  pox  is 
over.  During  the  year  there  were  8  of  these  contacts  requiring 
supervision.
